$5.3m on 'fat chance'

A $5.3 million program to change 
the "wicked ways" of unhealthy 
Geelong residents by 2015 is 
doomed to fail, according to a 
councillor. 

Stretch Kontelj said he doubted 
the National Partnership 
Agreement on Preventative 
Health (NPAPH) would reduce 
Geelong waistlines. 

"These people have abused 



their bodies for decades and I 
don't see that a four-year program 
will save them from themselves," 
he said. 

Council voted this week to 
implement the federally funded 
program with 11 new staff to 
coordinate healthy-living pro- 
grams. 

Organisations including Bar- 
won Health, Food Security 
Working Group, Kids Go for your 
Life, Diversitat, community hous- 



es, youth programs and communi- 
ty gardens would participate. 

A study showing Geelong was 
one of the worst areas in Victoria 
for overweight and obese resi- 
dents put the city in line for the 
program. 

The study found that 60 per 
cent of men and 48 per cent of 
women were either overweight or 
obese in Geelong. 

Eighty-eight per cent of resi- 
dents failed to consume enough 



vegetables and 44 per cent ate 
inadequate amounts of fruit. 

Cr Kontelj believed taxpayers 
were "sick and tired" of assuming 
responsibility for other people's 
lives. 

"Society can't keep forking out 
money to support people who are 
overweight and unhealthy," he 
said. 

"Council's responsibilities are 
roads, footpaths and community 
facilities including sport ovals 



and swimming pools. There are 
plenty of facilities already there to 
motivate people to get fit and 
healthy." 

Cr Kylie Fisher, who holds 
council's community develop- 
ment portfolio, supported the pro- 
gram. 

She said it would target chil- 
dren at school, kinder and child 
care centres as well as adults. 

"Kids actually take this stuff 
on," Cr Fisher said. 



"We want to get the informa- 
tion into our little people to 
improve future health and quality 
of life in Geelong." 

Cr Fisher said Geelong had a 
strong track record in preventa- 
tive health programs. 

The funding would help coun- 
cil reach its goals to improve 
health, she said. 

"We need to do better, particu- 
larly with nutrition and physical 
activity."

CONTROVERSIAL body artist

Ms Collins said the three- 
week festival from this weekend 
would attract thousands of 
patrons. 

She encouraged them to 
inspect Stelarc 's work as part of 
the festival's sculpture trail. 

"There will be 40 sculptures 
along the trail from the pier to the 
river, so the exhibition is much 
longer than previous years." 



'Slam' for 
shire over 
$4m fiasco

UNIONS and two sub-contractors 
owed $62,000 have slammed Golden 
Plains Shire over the collapse of a $4.2 
million building project. 

The sub-contractors, Newtown's 
Tenon Joinery and Bannockburn's 
ADM Engineering, said they were 
"left in the lurch". 

The companies accused the shire of 
wasting money on a failed builder 
despite warnings. 

"I'm appalled council let this situa- 
tion arise when they initially had a 
monitoring system in place," said 
Tenon managing director Peter Hynes. 

"Council used a system of statutory 
declarations to ensure payments were 
made regularly (but) which seems to 
have been abandoned. 

"We don't seem to be able to get 
anything from the principal contractor. 
The council says they have paid him 
and he says that they haven't. 

"I'm urging Golden Plains Shire to 
release any payments they are with- 
holding from the contractor to pay the 
sub-contractors who are out on a limb 
for the shire. We put bread on the table 
for 15 families here at Tenon and it's a 
scandal that a great project has tum- 
bled into sludge." 

The $4. 2m library, community and 
cultural hub received $1.3 million in 
federal and $900,000 in State 
Government funding. 



The facility, which had been due to 
open in 2012, included a multi-pur- 
pose hall, a neighbourhood house, a 
library, a community learning centre, 
playgroup facilities and a space for 
small businesses and youth services. 

Construction Forestry Mining and 
Energy Union organiser Brendan 
Murphy said he warned Golden Plain 
Shire that Andeco was a "dodgy 
builder". 

"I told the shire the company did 
not have a good track record and had 
gone broke a couple of times before 
only to surface again with a new name. 
But (the shire) ignored me and now 
we're stuck in the same situation 
again." 

Golden Plains chief executive offi- 
cer Rod Nicholls said coucil had taken 
"a number of steps" to progress the 
project. 

"While the contract with Andeco 
remains on foot, Council has taken 
construction out of Andeco 's hands. 
"Council is conducting an audit of 
works, in conjunction with a contrac- 
tor expression of interest process to 
expedite matters. The audit and 
expression of interest process is 
expected to take five weeks." 

Mr Nicholls said council expected 
the project to be complete by March. 

Andeco principal Frank Nadinic 
had not returned the Independent's call 
before the paper went to press. 
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'Cruelty' claims rock 
animal welfare centre

GEELONG Animal Welfare Society is 
under investigation for cruelty after 
staff leaked a video allegedly depicting 
mistreatment. 

The video posted to the internet on 
Tuesday showed apparently drugged 
animals unable to sit or walk. 

Staff appear to joke about sugges- 
tions of inhumane treatment at the 
shelter. 

Former employee Susan Irwin said 
some staff were aware of the treat- 
ment for years but unable to stop the 
cruelty. 

Ms Irwin said other staff had bullied 
her at the shelter after she raised the 
mistreatment with management. 



The shelter also killed animals in 
front of others in breach of the shel- 
ter's code of practice, she said. 

"Management said they'd stopped 
killing cats in front of others back in 
April but it was still going when I left 
at the end of July. 

"The list (of mistreatment issues) 
goes on but no one would listen to our 
cries for help. 

"Most of the staff didn't even know 
there was a code." 

More than 400 protestors have 
accepted a Facebook invitation to 
protest at City Hall on Saturday. 

About 5500 people had viewed the 
YouTube footage when the 
Independent when to press on 
Wednesday. 



Paul Archer, of animal welfare 
group Deathrowpets, said the video 
was shocking but not surprising. 

Mr Archer said he contacted the 
shelter numerous times in the last year 
about mistreatment concerns. 

Newtown vet Jack Ayerbe said drug- 
ging dogs a day before they were put 
down was uncommon but not inhumane. 

Animals were usually sedated 
immediately before being euthanised 
only in the case of dangerous dogs for 
safety reasons, he said. 

RSPCA spokesman Tim Pilgrim 
said the video was "very distressing". 

"The RSPCA has formally request- 
ed Department of Primary Industries 
investigate the matter." 

Geelong Animal Welfare Society 



acting president David Cecil said the 
shelter was working with council to 
ensure protocol was followed. 

"Comments on that video are mis- 
leading. Staff don't sedate or give 
medication to animals unless they've 
been given vet advice," Mr Cecil said. 

"It's not for convenience." 

Mr Cecil said cats were no longer 
killed in front of each other. 

Department of Primary Industries, 
which is responsible for shelter licens- 
ing, said council was responsible for 
ensuring the shelter operated within 
the law. 

Council's spokesperson failed to 
respond to the Independent's request 
for comment before the paper went to 
press.

"A lot of men who have retired still want to be 
actively involved in the community and men's 
sheds are the perfect way for them to put their skills 
to good use," he said. 

City Hall provided $160,000 and State 
Government added $60,000 to the project.

Torquay man's fiery death 'suspicious', say police

POLICE are investigating whether 
foul play was behind the death of a 
Torquay man found in a burnt-out car 
west of Geelong on Tuesday night. 

Homicide Squad Detective 
Inspector John Potter said police were 
treating the death of 55 -year-old Mark 
Scherini as suspicious pending the 
outcome of an autopsy. 



Mr Scherini was last seen leaving 
his Geelong workplace around 10am. 
His 2008 Mazda CX9 was found alight 
in a car park at Wurdee Boluc 
Reservoir. 

Insp Potter said the Mantzaris 
Fisheries executive was supposed to 
attend a meeting at 11am. 

"We're appealing for anyone with 
information that may have seen any 



activity in the vicinity of the Wurdee 
Boluc Reservoir. We're also interested 
in any one who may have information 
on the movements of Mr Scherini dur- 
ing the day." 

Insp Potter said police had no infor- 
mation suggesting Mr Scherini was 
involved in any disputes or would 
commit suicide. 

"We believe the fire was deliberately 



lit and we've had crime scene examin- 
ers at the scene searching the vicinity 
of the car park to locate anything that 
might help us with this investigation." 

Investigations were continuing 
when the Independent went to press 
on Wednesday.

Area loses 
'fish cash'

VICTORIA'S coast from Queenscliff 
to Anglesea is the state's most 
deprived area for recreational angling 
facilities, a report has found. 

The report, Analysis of Coastal 
Recreational Fishing Facilities, said 
failure to deliver upgrades would cost 
Victoria's economy millions of dollars 
in lost revenue. 

The Department of Primary 
Industries-commissioned report said 
recreational fishing in Victoria would 
be worth more than $10 billion over 
the next 20 years. 

But the economic benefit would be 
lost without significantly improved 
facilities, the report said. 

Inadequate or absent boat ramps and 
parking spaces were barriers to recre- 
ational anglers. 

The report identified a need for a 
new "safe harbour" between 
Queenscliff and Apollo Bay. 

An audit of facilities found that 
Anglesea' s boat ramp was no longer 
accessible and Point Roadknight's was 
unfit for use. Torquay's new ramp 
required "immediate attention", with 
owners of large recreational boats 



reporting it was unusable. 

"In some cases the lack of attention 
to boat ramp surfaces, silt build-up and 
degradation presents a hazard to com- 
munity safety," the report said. 

"Given the demand for access 
points and the current and projected 
high usage along this part of the coast, 
development of additional sites and 
increased capacity of current sites 
should be undertaken." 

Fishing Geelong secretary John 
Hotchin backed the report's findings. 

"As an industry we need recognition 
like this to put pressure on the powers 
that be to realise it's an enormous 
industry - it's bigger than AFL foot- 
ball," he said. 

"There are so many different gov- 
ernment departments and committees 
and there are so many fingers in the pie 
and they all want a piece of the dollar. 

"It can take months to wade through 
the bureaucratic gobbledegook. It 
needs to be totally streamlined so we 
can get projects up and happening 
quicker and cheaper. 

"All these issues been identified 
before but, whether it's going to 
change, I don't know."

ANGLESEA and Airey's Inlet could have digital 
television next year after Federal Government 
announced an investigation into a rollout to the 
towns, according to a spokesperson. 

The office of Communications Minister Stephen 
Conroy told the Independent broadcasters were 
negotiating with Surf Coast Shire over the rollout. 

The shire manages the area's black-spot transmit- 
ter, which broadcasters must take over to change 
from analogue to digital. 

The area can not have both signals but a 
switchover to digital was previously scheduled for 
the end of 2013, the spokesperson said. 

"We're in active negotiations with local broad- 
casters to bring the conversion date forward by 12 
months to mid next year. The broadcasters are talk- 
ing about taking it over from council but it all 
depends on council. 

"It's a big logistical exercise that the broadcasters 
are aware of and have acknowledged residents' con- 
cerns, so we're looking at it actively." 

Anglesea residents petitioned the Government for 
digital television earlier this year after discovering 
their town could be forced to fund its own upgrade. 

Without funding they would have to pay more 
than $1000 for their own free-to-air satellites. 

Petition leader and caravan park operator Justin 
Morris welcomed the new plans. 

"This is a lot better than getting the upgrade at the 
end of 2013. Here at the caravan park we couldn't 
afford to upgrade to satellite ourselves. 

"Visitors can't believe we don't have digital 
already because many have travelled all over 
Australia to towns smaller than Anglesea and 
received digital television." 
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Council denies interchange responsibility 

Violence handball

A GEELONG councillor has 
rejected calls for council to act 
on violence around its 
Moorabool St bus interchange. 

Andy Richards said main- 
taining law and order was a job 
for police. 

But police and State 
Government have denied 
responsibility for the bus inter- 
change. 

The Independent last month 
revealed concerns about fight- 
ing and misbehaviour around 
the facility. A security guard 
urged council to put on addi- 



tional staff before summer to 
avoid problems going "out of 
control". 

Cr Richards this week called 
for police to act. 

"The security guards at the 
bus interchange are paid for by 
the state Department of 
Transport and are there to assist 
bus passengers, not to keep the 
peace - that's the responsibility 
of police officers," he said. 

But a spokesperson for the 
department said its "customer 
service staff at the interchange 
were temporary appointments 
to help passengers through the 



facility's "transition period". 

Providing security was a 
Victoria Police responsibility, 
the spokesperson said. 

Geelong Police Inspector 
Chris Gawne said foot and bike 
patrols in the area would con- 
tinue throughout spring and 
summer but stationing officers 
around the interchange indefi- 
nitely was not feasible. 

Member for South Barwon 
Andrew Katos said State 
Government and council should 
work together on the issue. 

He accused Cr Richards of 
"grand standing". 



"Council voted to put the bus 
interchange on Moorabool St 
and now it's a problem for secu- 
rity. Andy Richards was happy 
to support its relocation but now 
says it's a State Government 
problem," Mr Katos said. 

"Andy shouldn't be playing a 
blame game. This should be 
about local government and 
State Government working 
together to find solutions." 

Mr Katos said he would meet 
Acting Police Chief 

Commissioner Ken Lay later 
this month to discuss staffing in 
Geelong.

Geelong 'too small, too sloping' for shipping trade 

Industry body slams car bid

"ILL-FOUNDED" plans to relocate 
car shipping to Geelong "cannot 
proceed", according to Federal 
Chamber of Automotive Industries 
chief Ian Chalmers. 

Mr Chalmers said the proposed car 
import-export facility at Corio Quay 
was too small and on an incline. 

He was responding to an 
Independent story last week reveal- 
ing car manufacturers Toyota, 
Holden and Nissan opposed the 
relocation. 



"It's impossible to disembark and 
process vehicles on an inclined 
site," Mr Chalmers said. 

"The industry is strongly of the 
view this is an ill-founded proposal 
and would create considerable diffi- 
culties for the import and export of 
vehicles. 

"The proposed lay-down area is 
too small and if the rail-loop under- 
passes should be impassable due to 
weather it would render the whole 
site dysfunctional, another compli- 
cating factor. 

"The industry is emphatically of 



the view that the proposal, though 
well intentioned by State 
Government, is not practical and 
cannot proceed." 

Mr Chalmers said the chamber 
proposed consolidating the three 
existing car shipping sites at Port of 
Melbourne instead. 

"If we make Port of Melbourne 
more efficient it would make that 
facility sustainable for another 30 
years." 

Geelong Mayor John Mitchell 
said the chamber and car manufac- 
turers raised the shipping plan with 



him in a meeting. 

"They did have some concerns 
but that's what the process is all 
about," he said. 

"State Government called for 
submissions and the decision will 
be made by the State Government. 

"I still believe, from a city point of 
view, it looks like a great opportuni- 
ty and the issues can be overcome. 

"We asked some questions our- 
selves. We believe an increase in 
road infrastructure is needed, for 
instance." 

Cr Mitchell said he met industry 



stakeholders when New South 
Wales car shipping was relocated 
from Sydney to Port Kembla. 

"The car industry was against that 
as well but my understanding is it's 
working fine." 

Mr Chalmers car shipping's 
move to Port Kembla held no paral- 
lels for Geelong. 

"We still encounter some difficul- 
ties with Port Kembla. We get spot- 
ting on car paintwork from nearby 
industries. 

"Transport out of the port is also

A SITE for Geelong's proposed 
convention centre will be decided 
within a week, according to 
Mayor John Mitchell. 

"The convention centre steer- 
ing committee will be meeting 
within the week to decide on a 
preferred location," he said. 

"The committee will make a 
recommendation for council to 
consider." 

Cr Mitchell was responding to 
a call from Victorian Employers 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry chief Mark Stone for 
council to settle on a site. 

"For goodness sake, just make 



a decision," Mr Stone told a busi- 
ness breakfast. 

"We know the Deakin 
University (waterfront car park) 
site is off the books. 

"In my opinion it must have a 
water view, so council must look 
at Limeburner's Point." 

Cr Mitchell said the site had 
been the sticking point for the 
development.

Council tourism portfolio hold- 
er Bruce Harwood said City Hall 
was "working hard" to announce 
the site. 

"It will be greatest economic 
driver in the region, so it's worth 
getting it right."

Roads danger 
strands blind

A LACK of funding to fit warning 
equipment is threatening the safe- 
ty of blind pedestrians at Geelong 
traffic lights, according to a repre- 
sentative body. 

Blind Citizens Australia (BCA) 
Geelong and Districts branch sec- 
retary Bob Claffey said several 
locations urgently required audio 
tactile warning systems. 

"VicRoads only has funding for 
limited number of sets each year 
and they have lots of guidelines to 
follow," Mr Claffey said. 

"The policy now appears to 
place a pedestrian refuge in centre 



of the road, which provides no 
assistance to the blind. How are 
we expected to cross the road 
without assistance to get to it?" 

Mr Claffey said access to South 
Geelong and Lara railway stations 
was particularly difficult for the 
blind. 

"The bus stop at South Geelong 
is across the road from the station 
but the blind have no way to cross 
the road because there are no traf- 
fic lights there. 

"We have members who either 
take a taxi at extra expense or use 
a longer, convoluted but safer 
route to get to the station. 

"The blind can only follow 



routes where the audio tactile sys- 
tems have been installed." 

Mr Claffey said BCA had initi- 
ated a campaign called Leap of 
Faith "because that's what it is for 
a blind person". 

The campaign was lobbying 
VicRoads, council and Victoria's 
Traffic Accident Commission on 
behalf of blind pedestrians. 

"We're also getting details 
from our members on crossings 
they find difficult to use to help 
the authorities prioritise their 
funding," Mr Claffey said. 

"It would be better to spend the 
money on locations where the 
blind most need it."

THE DAYS of playing with 
bows and arrows in the back- 
yard are long gone but aficiona- 
dos can still enjoy a Robin 
Hood experience in Geelong.

The field course required 
archers to shoot 24 targets from 
various distances ranging from 
10 to 60 metres, he said. 

An assortment of difficulties 
such as shooting uphill, down- 
hill, across a slope or through 
trees added to the challenge. 

"The key is to pick a spot and 
be accurate," Bill advised. 

"It's like simulated hunting. 
It's a different type of chal- 
lenge." 

Bill said regular competi- 
tions at club, state and national 
level were available, along with 
beginners courses. 

"We recently installed a sep- 
arate four-target beginner's 
range backing onto a cliff- side 
face, so missed arrows are easy 
to find," he smiled.

The club hosted Victorian 
state field titles recently and 
will host them again next 
September.

"It's not uncommon for 
Olympic archers to be here hon- 
ing their skills. Our course is 
one of best in Australia and 
equal best in Victoria."

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Trauma drags I spring has sprung 



in the towmen

BOB GRAHAM is an old-school 
towman. 

The semi-retired Lovely Banks 
towing operator still proudly dis- 
plays the number plate 'towman' 
on his car. 

But his career has not left him 
unscathed. 

"I started when I was 16 and us 
towmen were usually first on the 
scene of car crashes. 

"There were many times when 
I had to comfort injured people 
stuck in cars. Often we spent 
hours at a scene rendering assis- 
tance, especially at truck acci- 
dents. 

"That was before seat belts, so 
we saw a lot of horrific injuries. It 
runs pretty deep; we were often 
thrown in the deep end. 

"Even when the ambulance 
arrived, they only had one officer 
in those days, so tow truck drivers 
were often helping. 

"I know of one towman who 
drove an ambulance to the hospi- 
tal while the ambulance officer 
was in the rear with the patient." 

Bob acknowledged it was a dif- 
ferent era, with State Emergency 
Service and CFA personnel now 
trained to deal with road trauma. 

But it was an accident of his 
own that brought home to Bob 
just what effect those years of 
attending collisions had on him. 

"I had a motorcycle accident 
six years ago. Took me four years 
to get over it," Bob confided. 

"I needed a lot of help, includ- 
ing psychological counselling. It 
all came back to bite me then. 

"It unlocked a lot of the emo- 
tions I had bottled up all those 
years.

Small, not cheap 

I WRITE regarding proposed develop- 
ment in north Torquay as a resident, 
not in my capacity as a Surf Coast 
councillor. 

The September 16 Independent 
included a headline saying "cheap 
land" was on the way to north 
Torquay. Building and development 
specialists have judged the plan envi- 
ronmentally and aesthetically irre- 
sponsible and inconsistent with Surf 
Coast building policy and guidelines. 

The cheap land claim was based not 
on cheaper land but smaller plots, many 
significantly below 300 square metres. 

Engineers and builders have written 
to me complaining that some blocks 
between 200sqm and 250sqm could 
not be built with north-facing win- 
dows. Six-star energy standard com- 
pliance costs will skyrocket. 

The complaints also to noted that 
council's Torquay 2040 strategy plan 
makes no mention of urban consolida- 
tion in north Torquay. 

The reality is that the development 
plan for north Torquay, if approved by 
the Planning Minister, will change 
Torquay's character from coastal to 
urban consolidation. Building construc- 
tion costs will be significantly higher 
and the number of flats and terrace- 
style buildings on the town's outskirts 
will increase. 

Affordable housing will fail to mate- 
rialise but environmental standards 
will be sacrificed. 

As a councillor and an abutting res- 
ident, I was unable to participate in 
council's vote on the development. I do 
not resile, however, from my commit- 
ment to land use planning and devel- 
opment principles defending 
Torquay's coastal character.

Hay's recent tour of America 
put him on a road trip through 
destinations including California, 
Oregon, Alaska, Kansas City, 
Milwaukee, St Louis, Memphis, 
Nashville and West Virginia.

"It's been hit pretty hard by the 
recession but the music is so alive 
it's absolutely everywhere.

The Mercedes-Benz range of Vito one-tonne 
vans has two big things going for it from the 
outset. The first is the three-pointed star sitting 
in the centre of the radiator grille. The image level of 
the German company is so high that it even carries 
across to the light-commercial field. 

Tradesmen who want to create an air of prestige 
for their products just love this feature and boast that 
it helps pull in extra business. 

The second big thing going for the Vito is far more 
important. It's an excellent van that would have 
scored well on the Australian market even without 
the image it carries. 

As a European design there's good emphasis on 
safety and security, as well as good steering and han- 
dling that makes driving less of a chore than it can be 
in many Asian light commercials. 

A problem for local buyers in recent years is that 
the Mercedes-Benz Vito van range has been too pop- 
ular in its home market in Europe. 

So, until now, Australians haven't been able to buy 
the most desirable vehicle in the commercial range, 
the more powerful Vito 111. 

That has now changed and the importers have 
done a complete rearrangement of the range to 
reflect this. 

The previous Vito 109 range has been trimmed to 
just one model, the Compact van. It retains the 70 
kW / 250 Nm 2.2-litre turbo-diesel engine used pre- 
viously and is only offered with a six- speed manual 
gearbox. 

The big news is in the Vito 111 CDI. It is powered

by a 2.2 turbo-diesel engine that produces 85 kW 
and 290 Nm. 

On the road, we found it to have plenty of per- 
formance, performance that lets it keep up with cars 
when moving away from traffic lights, climb hills 
without too many down changes, and can even 
overtake with a fair bit of safe alacrity. 

During our test period, the Vito 111 CDI con- 
sumed about eight litres per hundred kilometres 
when worked gently, and seldom got to 1 1 litres per 
hundred kilometres even when pushed hard with a 
load on board. 

Transmission options are the six-speed manual 
and a five- speed automatic.

Our test car had the manual but we 
can't help but feel it would prove to be a 
pain for the family man using it as a peo- 
ple mover rather than a pure crew cab. 

The gearbox comes with a handy hill- 
start feature that holds the brakes on for 
two seconds after you lift off the pedal.

Red tide tickles anglers pink on the bay 



LAST week I wrote how anglers were 
seeing red due to the number of redfin 
available but now the colour has light- 
ened just a touch with bay snapper. 

Paul Rennie and mate Graham Blake 
enjoyed a hot two-hour session on Corio 
Bay's inner-harbour, landing their com- 
bined big snapper limits with fish to just 
over 8kg. 

Fishing only 50 metres away, James 
Holt caught and released seven between 2 
kg and 4kg on fresh pilchards. 

Francis Grey fished off the silos piers 
on Monday afternoon's high tide, catch- 
ing three fish including a beauty of 
8.75kg. Francis also used pilchards. 

Noel Martin trolled the outer-harbour 
last weekend, with four snapper nailing 
his Tail Dancer and Dr Evil lures on his 
first attempt at trolling for this species. 

Jacob Farnsworth also trolled and, 
while he wouldn't divulge his location, 
his two fish that I saw were evidence 
enough of his new-found success. 

Soft plastics anglers found snapper 
along the bay foreshore. Most were small 
but some to 2kg were landed close to 
Royal Geelong Yacht Club. 

The same location produced flathead, 
trevalla and salmon, with Turtleback 
worms productive. 

Stephen Fisher caught nine whiting on 
the Stingaree Bay spoil grounds. 
However, he thought he had hooked a ray 
when a rod baited with a squid head 
screamed off until 20 minutes later he 
landed a fantastic snapper of 7.2kg. 

Soft plastics anglers found some big 
pike while drifting on the outer-harbour 
spoil grounds, with most better than 
80cm. 

Hermsley produced squid coming from 
the inshore grass beds, with the key to 
success staying in water less than two 




metres deep. Early morning also returned 
the best captures. 

Portarlington to St Leonards hosted 
plenty of whiting captures, with fresh 
squid the best bait. 

Swan Bay's entrance produced a variety 
of species including salmon, the odd qual- 
ity flathead and good numbers of squid. 
Paul Hunter fished the area after dark, 
catching two gummy shark to 6.7kg 
cleaned on squid caught earlier in the day. 

Many anglers fished off Clifton Springs 
for snapper, with most taking one or two 
fish but a great average weight close to 
3.5kg. Keep this area in mind for snapper 
over the coming weeks. 

Trevally reports from Queenscliff were 
excellent. Steve Knowles put in a number 
of sessions at the cut for a total of nine fish 
to just over 1.3kg and others lost around 
pylons, his best weighing just over 1.3kg. 

Offshore anglers reported improving 
captures. 

Michael Peace took 12-year-old 
nephew Tyler out off Barwon Heads, with 
the youngster nailing his first snapper, a 
ripper of 2.6kg. 

Two more fish were also boated. 

Gary Morrow also fished off Barwon 
Heads, catching a few nice pinkies in 
40m. However, one screaming run ended 



with a thresher shark of 35kg. 

Another thresher, of 46kg, was boated 
by Chris Stamalos, Keith Fry, Adrian Cole 
and Mark Sesar also off Barwon Heads. 

Surf anglers had limited opportunities, 
with plenty of discoloured water off our 
beaches. 

In freshwater, Lismore's Lake 
Tooliorook rewarded patience with rain- 
bows to 1.5kg. All methods were working, 
with bait anglers finding glassies particu- 
larly productive. 

Deep Lake was still discoloured but 
rainbows were caught on Powerbait. 

Lake Elingamite yielded brown trout to 
over 3.5kg along with quality redfin to 
1.5kg. Lures worked but mudeyes under 
floats also returned results. 

Bostock Reservoir produced rainbows 
just under 1kg on small suspending min- 
now pattern lures. 

Reasonable numbers of redfin were 
taken in the Barwon River even though 
the water was still discoloured. 

Slowly working bibbed lures should 
work a treat anywhere with moving water. 

Ben Hutchinson and daughter Erin have 
been hitting the river, taking nine redfin and 
a magnificent brown trout in addition to 
two eels. Worm baits did most of the dam- 
age.
